Witchell was awakened by the blow- 
ing of pollee whistles and shouting 
fn the street. Thinking that it may 
| have been a scuffle among late re- 
vellers or the chasing of a thief by 
the police, he took no notice of the 
noise. Within a, few minutes, how- 
ever, he observed smoke pouring 
under the door of his room and'also 
coming in through the windows, 
which were open. 

Jumping out of bed and dashing 
along the corridor of the fifth floor 
of the Hotel, on which his room is

Mr. Witchell thereupon retraced 
his steps, rushing up the stairways 
and ‘along the corridors, opening 
doors and crying “fire.” On his 
way to his own “rooms—605 and 
BOG—he estopped at No. 610 and 
aroused ‘Mr. Woods, who responded 
with a sleepy “all right.” As after- 
wards transpired, Mr, Woods was 
unable to leave his xoom in time, his 
charred body being found on the 
verandah. 

By the time Mr. Witchell had 
awakened his children—two boya 
and a girl—the flames ware ascend- 
ing the statrcase in full force and 

. had almost reached the fifth floor 
upon which the party was located. 
Mr. Witchell guided the children 
towards the fire escape, a structure 
of iron and masonry which runs 
from the top to the bottom off the 
Hotel ot its western extremity, 
access being gained. through the 
‘bathrooms on each-floor, The party 
thus gained the strect, ‘and by this 
time—around ‘twenty minues post 

' three, according’ to Mr. Witchell— 
pandemonium reigned. . 

Screaming Occupants 

The fire brigade, which by this 
time had assembled in force, were 
playing upon the flames which were 
issuing in main from the windows 
that face the alleywoy between the 
Hotel and Alexandra Building.

STRANGE WAR STORY 


TEN YEARS’. DISGUISE OF 
FRENCH DESERTER 


vP Paris, Jan. 19, 

Madame Grappe has ‘been ac- 
quitted, though she admitted that 
she fatally'shot her husband. She 
told.a remarkable story in Court. 
Grappe served in the trenches early 
in the war, and when on leave in 
Paris lacked the courage to return 
to his regiment. She helped him 
to disguise himself , as 9 woman, 
and they thus spent ten years, 
mostly in Spain, Grappe letting 
his halr grow and cultivating a 
contralto voice. They only return- 
ed to France after an amnesty in 
1924, Grappe resuming men's 
clbthes, He lived a life of de- 
bauchéry while she earned a live 
ing in a‘factory. Recently, being 
terrified by his violent drunken 
outbreak, she snatched up a re: 
volver and shot: him.
